UNION OF THE COLONIES. 

A few weeks ago vyegaye a brief synopsis 
of the various achemes which would probably 
be Drought forward in any discussion for uni- 
ting tho colonies. Tha first of these plans 
—the concentration of the supreme power 
in both colonics under ons head, with two 
distinct Legislatures— has since been advo- 
cated by Mr. Waddington. What wo nid 
on the former occasion we reiterate now. 
"The schome would bear on its face its own 
absurdity. For, if t ho interests of the two 
coloniei required, from their divetsity, two 
aeparate Legislatures tbey would on the 
same principle require two governors. If 
there were but one governor His Excellency 
might some day find himself in the rather 
anomalous and unenviable position of as- 
senting to two measures diametrically op- 
posed to each other." It has beet) Ihii very 
iTstera— ibis monirel an.! inharmonious patch- 
work — that has causod all the jealousies and 
bitterness between the two colonies. Mr. 
Waddington is probably acting on the prin 
ciplo enunciated by tlio old system ol cure, 
by recommending our neighbors to take " a 
piece of tho dog that bit them," but we 
scarcely think the people of British Columbiu 
•re 10 essentially enamored of this canine 
dose, or that they are ut all likely to relapse 
into tbeir former condition of helplessness. — 
There ore, therefore, iwo very strong argu- 
mrnts against .Mr. Waddiogtou's scheme. The 
first— the nntaj<aniani of the people of British 
Columbia; tho second— in impracticability. 

The next scheme alluded to by u«, al- 
though savoring much more of feasibility 
than the one just dijeussed, would still be a 
continual suurceof discord and dissatisfaction, 
its cumbrous efforts to provide for the main- 
tenance of our free port, the expenditure of 
the revenue in proportion to the receipts, 
etc., etc., would be its destruction. " Mule 
ruit iuo" — its own weight pulls it dowu. 
There is, therefore, but the third scheme to 
be tlionsbt of, if the people of Vancouver Is 
land are so deeply interested in union as our 
Legislature would imply. We have already 
givan the substance of its details.— One 
House of Assembly for Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia, with a representation 
arranged on a sliding scale that would provide 
for any unequal increase of the population ol 
the respective colonies. In this system, no 
restriction is to be placed on the distribution 
of tho revenue, or on the action of the Legisla- 
ture with regurd to tariffs, or fiscal regulations 
geuerally. There might, as wo havo before 
Linted, bo danger to the free port ; but thai 
danger could ouly exist in the minds of those 
who would consider i! antagonistic to the 
welfare of the UDited colonies. If, how- 
evei, the free port is now thought 
so beneficial, it could not be less so 
then; — all the injury it doos to British 
Columbia without union could not be an v 
more enhanced with it, nor could all the 
benefit! it confers at present be in any de- 
gree lessened by tha change. Il would be 
useless, however, to speculato on what the 
united Legislature would do ; but whether 
it would main'ain things as thuy are, or 
change ou* whole system of collecting reve 
nue, of one thing we may bo certain — no 
other scheme of union will meet with the 
approbation of the people of British Colum- 
bia or its Government. They say they are 
coolent with their present condition — at 
least 90 fat as a separate existence is con- 
cerned—that they are doin^ very well and 
are not desirous of change. We shall, there- 
fore, have to prove to them Uat tbey will be 
gainsri as well as ourselves by coming under 
the same Government. It is certain that in 
a, national point of view the consummation is 
highly desirable. lira political point it is 
no less so ; for in a few years boih colouies 
could reasonably claim responsible govern- 
ment. The colony of Queensland before it 
possessed a population of twenty-five thous- 
and, and so soon as it was divided from its 
elder ■islcr, was given its constitution and ex- 
ercised the full powers of responsibility. Once 
out of political leading strings, tho progress 
of the Island as well as of the mainland 
would bo more in keepinj with tho vigor ol 
a new country. Tho aspirations of the cold- 
cists would no hnjer bo confined to some 
local bagatelle, but would expand with our 
larger political growth. 

We havo already alluded to nn Upper 
Hbttse that would, by its equal number of 
members Irom Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia, be a check upon any unjus'. par- 
tialities that might arise in the Liwcr brunch 
from any preponderance in numbers on the 
side of tho one country or the other. 'I here 
is, so far as we can see, no political obstacle 
against this scheme of orni legislature unre- 
stricted in its action. That some portion ol 
the inhabitants of Vancouver Island may 
feel safer as they nre, and that n belief may 
pervade the minds of many in British Col- 
umbia ilut union Would u t belter their 
condition, is very probable ; but wo u'l 
know union must take place some day. We 
are aware that a scheme will bare to be 
devised thut will meet, with the sanction of 
both countries; and it is evident that no 
method but that which makes the union un- 
conditional can ever work. If ihe people here 
deem that they are populous enough, wealthy 
enough, and have mom enough for their am- 
bition ; then wo would say remaiu ns you 
are. If, on the olh r hind, they leel that 
their iuteresl is so deeply interwoven with 
that of Briiisli Columbia, that they rn US | 
have union, they will havo to embrace the 
question on larger grounds than lucal hobbies, 
and trun to the action of a joint Legislature, 
unencumbered by restrictions or complies* 
tions. They will also havo to meet the peoplo 
of British Columbia on a courteous looting, 
and not run full til*, at the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and tho sand-heads nt tha mouth of the 
Fraser. It may ben novel way to induco u 
man to join you in partnership by railing at 
the shape of his nose, the cut of his clothes, 
or his ability; but it is scarcely consistent 
withlbat ptudenco which we expect to find 
in an enlightened community.

They affirm that the 
average of ihc prospeots taken on Ihe latter 
river (quailed l_U ce*ti to tho tian. while 
nome prospects yielded as high as 91 1 1 The 
map ol Iho two rivere, where Ihe auriferous 
deposin wore discovered, willprovo invalu- 
able to tins miners proceeding to llio locality. 
It is traced out, we understand, with consid- 
erable care, and shows iho different points of 
encampment of the exploring parly. Dr. 
Brown was waiting for Corporal Buttle, nnd 
the other two men, when Ihe parly would 
proceed to Xanaimo.

Tho must that 
he would a«sert was that the Frenchman who 
was in his employ left on Monday hint with- 
out a cent In bis pocket, lo prospect the new 
diagingJ, and returned on Saturday lor pro- 
visions, declaring that the nuggets in ques- 
tion woro taken out about 8 or 10 miles up 
theiriver, but that ho had had •• hyu iram- 
mook" to get them.

The guide effected his escape in the fol- 
lowing manner :— At first Iho Indian said he 
know n grunt deal ubnut. the country. One 
day ho guided Ihem out on some Indian trails 
until they came to a large swamp, where llje 
trails disappeared. On arriving at this spot 
he professed ufter ignorance of the localitv, 
but said that he was acquainted with a trail 
on the oilier side of the swamp. The men of 
the party immediately susprciod treachery, 
and were in favor of hanging him, but were 
overruled by tho commanders ol the parly. 
On the way round Ihe swamp, tho Indian 
escaped from them, so soon as they dis- 
covered it, they followed, but succeeded only 
in captation ihe horse on which ho was 
mounted. When they got to tho other side of 
tho swamp, they loutid no traces of Indians, 
or a trail.

(Signed) A. Lincoln.

The 
story of McLean and his men having been 
led into r.n ambush by en Indian prisonsr, is 
without foundation, as the following nuihen- 
tic particulars, which we have from passen- 
gers who cauie by the last express, will 
explain : — 

Cnpt. McLean and nn Indian hoy named 
Johnny, la I e o servant of Chas. Waldron of j 
Soda Creek, started out from the camp ro- 
connoilcring. Alter going about a mile from 
Iheir eaiLp at Manning's a shot was tired | 
from the brush and McLean immediately fell j 
The Indian boy became frightened and rush- ! 
ed back towards the camp. On the way lie 
met Harry Wilmot who hud mounted a horse j 
and started toward.s the place immediately 
nn hearing the shot fired. McLean's son 
Duncan lollnwed on foot. Wilmot came up 
to the place and found McLean lying on his I 
face, his attitude and appearance being so 
lile like that Wilmot really believed he w. s 
living. He turned him over on his buck and 
on feeliog his breast found he had ceased tn 
breaihe. II" then started back lo camp, but | 
by ihe lime lie h.id gone a tew hundred yards \ 
lie met Duncan McLean who asked him 
where his father was ? Wilmot not wishing | 
to alarm him tried to evade ihe truth by . 
merely remarking that his (alher was hurt. 
Duncan seemed lo have a presentiment thai 
his father was killed, and requested Wilmol I 
lo tell him the plain truth, which he did. j 
Wilmot noticed that Dun run in his agony ol 
mind clutched and cocked ids pistoi in such i 
a manner that ho thought he intended 
taking Ins own life. Whereupon Wdinot 
sprung from his horse, nnd mutobed the wea- 
pon from young McLean. The poor fedow 
fell fainting to the ground. Duncan after- 
wards acknowledged that he would, in tho 
moment of despair, have committed suicide, 
bad not Wilmot acled so firmly und promptly. 
Too much praise cannot bt; awarded Harry 
Wilmot, who, throughout the expedition, is 
spoken pf a- having shown great bravery 
and pi esenco of mind.
